Organized during the year 1SS9 un- 


der the leadership of Charles Carring- 
ton, 
the Silver Cornet Band 
has 
a 


membership of IS musicians, recruited 
from Connellsville and its surround- 
ing towns. Quarters were secured in 
tho old I. O. O. F. hall, on Mam street, 
Cor practising purposes and there the 
band met each week. 


Under Mr. Carrington's supervision, 


the organization became one of tho 
most efficient in "Western Pennsylvania 
winning first prize in every competi- 
tion in which it participated. 
Its fame 


grew to such an extent that other 
bands finally quit taking part in com- 
petitions in which the Connellsville 
band was entered. 


One of the finest musical organiza- 


tions in Maryland at the time, the 
Queen. City Band of Cumberland, \v:is 
a rival of the Silver Cornets. Invita- 
tions to participate in n- competition 
at Cumberland were received by Mr. 
Carrington on several occasions, and 
finally the challenge was 
accepted. 


Carrington's men went to Cumberland 
ami defeated the challengers on their 
own ground. Other vanquished rivals 
included the old Washington anrt Li.n- 
aconmK bands, both, of which, bore 
enviable reputations. 


The Silver Cornet Band continued 


under the leadership of Charles Car- 
rington until 1S73, when it was re- 
organized, Charles ITart taking chars:*. 
The tmining of his old leader stood 
Mr. Hart in good stead in his position 
of authoritv, and he 
continued 
to 


build up the organization. 
It

wen all competitions in which, it v.-:is 
permitted to enter, and its reputation 
finally reached the ears of the State 
military authorities, with the result 
that In 1875 its ability was recogniz- 
ed to the extent of its being chosen, 
as official band of the Tenth regiment. 


Two years after his enlistment in 


the militia, the railroad strike riots

band left ConnellsviHe. emigrating to 
other parts of the country. This had 
a tendency to disorganize the organi- 
zation, and younger blood filled up 
tho ranks thus made vacant.

hands took charge of the band in. 
1880, 
and it then left the Tenth regi- 


ment, remaining a private organiza- 
tion until a few years ago, as the Con- 
nellsville Military 
Band.

entered the Tenth, but a split occur- 
red recently, and two organizations 
are now maintained. 


None of the musical aggregations 


En this region made a more attractive 
appearance when on parade than did 
the old silver cornets. Attired in their 
uniforms of gray, and wearing high, 
helmets adorned with red plumes, the 
Connellsville band attracted consider- 
able attention wherever it appeared. 


Among the notable events at which 


the band was in attendance was the 
Philadelphia Centennial in 1876 and 
the inauguration of Governor Hoyt in. 
1S7S. 
At tooth celebrations, it par- 


ticipated in the paardea and was ac- 
corded much favorable comment.
